For 1913; 54,011 
deaths 'were reported -as due to acci- 
dent; for 1914 the corresponding num- 
ber was reduced to 51,770, -and for 
1916 -to B1M06; and during Lhls-period 
there was not only, an Increase in; the 
population of. the registration area as 
It oxlstcd.-in 1913, .but an Increase In 
the extent of the area itself. .The rate1 
por 100,000 population for accidental 
deaths 'fell from 85.3 In 19'J3 to 78.5 
nn 1914 and to 70.3 In' 197.6. There has
